Both 
died of inanition. 


Dr. J. E. Meyer, in charge of the 


.medical department, ot the fair, says 
that the deaths were caused by lack 
of nourishment and improper feeding. 
Dr. Douglas Snyder, of Chicago, who 
had charge of the baby incubator,-says 
the deaths were caused by exhaustion 
incident to the long train trip. A third 
infant, Lucy, two weeks old, is in a 
serious condition and it is believed she j 
will also die.

His Wsalth Over $75,000. 


Estimates by Bluffton friends upon

the Curry business block in that city, 
and the flue home In which he lived 
are all the property of Curry. He had 
numerous 
other 
possessions, all of 


which made him accounted a wealthy 
man. In his clothing when discovered 
was considerable money and on his 
hand he wore a magnificent diamond 
rins, believed to be worth $200. 


Strong drink, to which Curry had 


long been a slave. Is believed to have 
brought about his unhappy end. With 
no business other than the managing 
of'hls possessions, Curry often made 
excursion* to this city and other points 
to enjoy a celebration of several days' 
duration. 
It Is believed he was on 


such a mission in this city, for when 
discovered, the odor of whisky was 
easily detected upon his breath. It is 
supposed that in wandering westward 
along the Pennsylvania tracks, he got 
too1 near a passing train and was hit In 
the back of the he.ad • He was not 
found for fully half "an: hour after- 
w».rrls.

This will be the handsomest summer park in Indiana \vith its four 


lakes and a mile of canals forty feet wide connecting them, the spring 
fed headwaters of the southwest branch ot EeL River, the elevation 130 
feet higher than Calhoun Street at Court House in Fort Wayne. The two 
larger lakes are named the "Twl-Twee lakes." big and little "Twl-Twee." 
the alternative name o! the Miami Indian village two miles west of these 
Jakes, -where lived the famous chief, "Little Turtle,"—"Twi-Twee," the 
charming call of the bird in the forest. The largest lake is not too large 
for electrical decoration, (half mile long, quarter mile -wide) with lights 
on stakes at edge of the water, every light its duplicate by reflection in 
the water, a thousand lights giving two thousand, a fairy vision on a mid- 
summer night with the many motor-boats, row-boats and Indian canoes 
darting over the water.

On example trees in the part are placed a hundred painted signs giv- 


ing the names of all-the different trees, such as white oak, black oak, red 
oak, burr oak, pin oak, ash, hickory, maple, walnut, hackberry, •wild 
cherry, etc.. etc., for the Instruction of the children (some grown folks 
too) to cultivate their powers of observation by comparison.

For the children are provided an abundant supply of fish of the kind 


thov can catch, "bine sills." It. requlrfis a skillful sportsman to catcii 
bass—no bass at all were taken from the government car last season— 
nil blue gills, of which there nrn, apparently, a quarter million young 
ones now in the lakes. Tho children of Fort Wayne and other towns 
tributary will catch every season ten thousand blue gills, a low estimate, 
and five cent baskets will ho provided for them, with a layer of wet mosa 
above and below, to carry home tho fish alive. 


TWENTY MILES OF DRIVES. 


This thousand nc.res will make the handsomest Driving Park in the 


stnfc for autoa and horses. There are now nine miles of roads cut out 
through the woods and over the prairie to be increased to twenty miles. 
Mr. Dinitts, timber expert, estimates more than a quarter million trees ot 
all kinds and sizes, not counting the smaller sizes, scattered through .the 
pnrlr. which includes those in the 30 acres devoted to the animal park, 
doer and elk.

NEW BANKING LAWS PLANNED, 


One Change is to Provide New Insti- 


tutions With a Surplus. 


Washington, Sept. 17.—Some 
im- 


portant changes in the national hank- 
ing law may be proposed to the next 
congress. One proposed change Is to 
compel newly organized national banks 
to provide a surplus and an absolutely 
unimpaired capital the day they bo- 
gin business. Under the present sys- 
tem a national bank with a paid-in 
capital of $25,000 will spend probably 
$6,000 at the start for fixtures, booka 
and other necessities. 
That impairs 


its capital. In some cases it has been 
two years before the bank earned 
enough to wipe out that amount and 
have 
its capital stock unimpaired. 


Even then it had no surplus.

This is one of the most interesting 


facts concerning the amazins growth 
of a comparatively new branch of the 
amusement business which started on 
a woodshed scale a fe\v years ago and 
which has developed so rapidly that It 
now represents an Investment of about 
525,000,000 In this country alone. 
One 


of the remarkable features about its 
growth Is that it developed right under 
the eyes of shrewd theatrical man- 
agers, who regarded It as beneath their 
notice, but who have awakened to the 
fact that It is here to stay and that it 
is a factor in the amusement business 
which will have to be recognized from 
now on. 


It Is expected that in the course of 


a few weeks five more regular theaters 
in N'ew York will succumb to the temp- 
tation and that midsummer will find a 
score of the legitimate houses catering 
to tho film fans. The average person 
who patronizes the regular playhouses 
will tell you that he has never been In- 
side one of the moving picture plants. 
lie knows there are such places, be- 
cause "Moving Pictures and Vaude> 
villc" signs look down upon him from 
over so many buildings, but lie still re- 
gards this form of entertainment as 
being in the nlckel-ln-the-slot class. 
He doesn't know that the pictures have 
reached the highest state of perfection, 
that whole dramas are staged on the 
white muslin sheets, that the films are 
changed every day In the best places, 
and that In addition to the pictures he 
can see half a, dozn entertaining vaude- 
ville acts. 


But ono of these days—maybe today, 


as soon as he sets through with this 
story—he is going: to march right up to 
one of the circular ticket booths, slap 
down ten cents In a. reckless manner 
and walk right In, no matter who Is 
watching. And he won't turn around 
and walk right out again, either, be- 
cause the minute he enters the place 
he becomes a moving picture fiend.

organized in Fort Wayne, and the 
question is being asked, '"What Is this 
Boy Scout, and what does this move- 
ment mean?" 
' 


The ideal American Boy Scout is 


nothing more or less than the ideal 
American boy. 


The movement has tor its object the 


Improvement of the American boy, 
physically, mentally and morally. 


Two months ago the American Boy 


Scout was a name only. Today 75,- 
000 young Americans have taken the 
oath and subscribed to the scout law 
and are ready to don their uniforms 
and within a year fully half a million 
boys will be enrolled. 


When They Will Work. 


Scouts will do their main work after 


School hours, or when they 
return 


from 
business. 
although, 
strictly 


speaking, the scout will be 
scouting 


every minute of the day. • • 


One of the most promising features 


of the movement is the fact that there 
Is nothing dry or uninteresting about 
it. If it were conducted along strict 
military lines, with nothing but long 
drills-and arduous 
calisthenics, 
it 


would doubtless prove too irksome to 
recommend it to the average American 
boy. But that is not the case. The 
boys will be taught a thousand and 
one useful things' they will be drilled, 
they wi!I be built up physically, and 
they will be disciplined, but all these 
things will be done in such a manner 
that the boys won't see anything dis- 
agreeable in them. 


If a scout says. "On my honor, it Is 


so." that means that it is so. .iust as if 
he had taken a moat solemn oath. Sim- 
ilarly, if a scout officer says to a scout. 
"I trust you on your honor to do this." 
the scout is bound to carry out the 
order to the very best of hi? ability, 
and to let nothing interfere with his 
doing it. 


Wears Distinctive Badge. 


The scout wears a distinctive badge 


on his left' arm when he is in the of- 
ficial uniform, and when he is in or- 
dinary clothe? he 
wears 
a 
button 


bearing the insigna of the organiza- 
tion. JCone but a scout Is permitted by 
law to wear this badge and when a 
scout disobeys the scout law. this 
badge is forfeited. Figuratively speak- 
ing, he loses his life. 


The scout Is expected to stick to his 


parents, to his superiors, lo his em- 
ployers and to his country through 
thick and thin, rigainst any one who is 
their enemy, or even talks badly about 
them. 
He must be prepared a.t any 


»••»•>»<»«»*««••»••»«»» 
time to sa.ve human life and to help 
others. H a scout meet another scout, 
whether he knows him or not, he must 
spaak to him. A scout must never be 
a snob. The rich scout and the poor 
scout stand upo'n the same 
footing 


and must treat each other accordingly. 


Must Always Ba Polite. 


A scout must always be polite, par- 


ticularly to women and children, old 
people and invalids. Kindness to ani- 
mals and obedience to his superiors are 
insisted upon, a.nd a scout must smile- 
under all circumstances, whether his 
task is hard and disagreeable or not. 
The scout should be thrifty, too; and 
every penny that can he saved should 
be put in the bank. 


The hoys' training is varied 
and 


beneficial. Such subjects as woodcraft 
and others which will be popular witn 
every real boy are taken up thor- 
oughly. 


The boys will be sent to the woods 
i forests to learn the secrets o£ na- 


ture. Animals' foot-tracks will he. fol- 
lowed up and studied, and the different! 
kinds of animals will be observed In 
their natural state. 


The scout will not be permitted to 


kill animals unless in want of food or 
the animal is of a harmful variety. 
A s a matter of fact, the boy who con- 
tinually watches animals in their na- 
tural state gets to love them too much 
to slaughter them wantonly. The scout 
will learn, too. v.-hich are the best wild 
fruits, roots and plants for his own 
food, so that he will he able to sustain 
himself in case of emergency. 


To Develop Observation. 


Observation will be developed, and 


the tracks of men. horses, bicycles, etc.. 
will be examined 
and 
conclusions 


drawn"as to what has been going on. 
Every-boy will know how to saddle and 
harness horses, and his familiarity with 
the subject will enable him to tell at 
at glance when a horse is suffering 
from pain from an ill-fitting stw or 
bit. The boy scout will consider1 !*.m- 
self disgraced if when he is with other 
people, they see anything big or little, 
near or far. high or low. that he has 
not already seen for himself. 


There is nothin.c which every boy 


admires more than life In the open, 
and camp life will be mado a strong 
feature of the scouts' work. 
During 


the summer time ramps will be es- 
tablished all over the country, where 
the-'sconts may spend their vacations. 
They will be taught how to nut up a 
tent, to lay and light a tire, to kill, cut 
up. clean and cook their food, to con- 
struct bridges and rafts, to find their

There can be in civilized society no 


such liberty as prodigals and

ticians mean when they cry, "Personal 
liberty!"

The only 
real liberty that can exist tinder the 
reign of law is the abundant liberty to 
choose among the various ways o£ do- 
ing right.

The 
story is so pertinent here that it is 
worth repeating, even where it is 
familiar, of the foreigner of the baser 
sort coming out of a saloon, who swung 
his arms about on the crowded side- 
walk, until one hand hit the nose of an 
American passing- by, who straightway 
knocked him down. He rose to his feet 
indignant, shouting, "I thought this 
was a. land of personal liberty." 
"So 


it is," replied the American, "but your 
personal liberty ends where my nose 
begins"—a remark which, like a flash- 
light, exposes the absurdity 
of the 


akea, is at the helm. He is master of 
verey wind that blows, every wave

.ence, of the moon and every force that 
Ifts the tides; He is guiding toward a 
:ertair. port. 


"But," you say, "what can I do; I 


iclp God?" 0, yes, we are God's fel- 
ow-workers.

In McClure's Magazine for August 


in "alcohol slave." whose

ivas vouched for by the magazine, de- 
clared that he hud kept an accurate 
account of his expenditures and during 
thirty years his habit had cost him In 
cash SS1.S90.SS, while during the same 
period it had robbed him of twenty- 
four good jobs. 


The Prohibition Year Book estimates 


that the average cost of liquor in this 
country Is $91 per family. There are 
few other labor reforms that would 
add that much to the average work- 
man's comfort. 


During the strike In Sweden, 1903, 


when all the bars were closed to pre- 
vent disorder, the results In decrease 
of crime and vice, were so remarkable 
that It has made an abiding impres- 
sion upon Sweden in favor of prohibi- 
tion, which is likely to triumph In that 
country sooner than In any other in 
Europe. 


We appropriately quote in this con- 


nection the following splendid senti- 
ment of John Mitchell, the foremost o£ 
American labor leaders: 
"The happi- 


ness, the security and the progress of 
tho nation depend 'more upon the solu- 
tion of the liquor problem than upon 
the disposition of any other question 
confronting the people of our country. 
N 


The government must soon take cog- 
nizance of the great evil to society 
that has grown out of the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicating llquorsr-and it 
cannot long afford to continue its part- 
nership with the liquor interests by 
accepting revenues from and issuing 
licenses to a traffic which is eating at 
the very vitals of the nation." 


A .good example of the

odor of the saloon business was given 
to the world at the time when forty- 
seven miners were entombed by an 
explosion at Cherry, 111. During this

been 


closed, but pay day came close upon 
the heels of the tragedy and the saloon 
keepers demanded and secured the 
privilege of reopening their doors, on 
the ground that they could not afford 
to forego the profits of pay day, not- 
withstanding the public grief ajrd ex- 
citement which made such an opening 
a social evil.

Eucharistio Procession. 


During the progress of the Euchar- 


istic procession through tho streets of 
Montreal hundreds of thousands of 
hearts rejoiced and voices praised and 
magnified the Eucharistic Lord. He 
had come -unto His own and was bless- 
ing the world. Between living walls of 
derout and reverent worshippers the 
blessed sacrament was borne by Car- 


dinal Vannuteli, from its altar throne1 


in the Church o£ Notro Dame, 
over 


streets carpeted with flowers and redo- 
lent with incense, until Fletcher's fleld 
was reached. Here from the flower- 
bedeclced altar at the foot of Mount 
Royal, benediction o£ the blessed sac- 
rament was given by the papal legate. 


An idea of the magnitude of 
the 


gathering may be formed when it is 
stated that one hundred thousand peo- 
ple participated in-tho procession and 
half a million people bordered 
the 


route It traversed, or joined the mighty 
throng assemble! near the mount. 
Place 
d'Armes. which girdles 
the 


Church of Notre Dame, the city hall, 
Place Vigor Champ de Mars, 
Sher- 


brooke and St. Hubert streets, Fletch- 
er's fleld and the Hotel 'Dieu, Mon- 
treal's largest hospital, to tha chapel 
of which tile Sacred Host was taken 
after benediction, were the scenes oj 
the largest crowds. 
The procession 


covered more than four miles and was 
a spectacle never to be forgotten by 
those fortunate enough to witness it. 


Scene of Splendor. 


In a marvelous degree was the unity, 


likewise the universality, of the church 
evidenced on this auspicious occasion. 
Sons from every Christian clime under 
heaven were there to participate in the 
procession and manifest their lavs for 
Christ in the Eucharist.

ROWING Grapes for 
Gain in the Great Belt 


the Shore of Lake 


g|>

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OD gave the sunny southern shores of Lakes 
Erie and Ontario to be the proving ground of 
the grape. He made other great vineyards to 
blossom on the steep slopes of the well named 
nnger lakes of Central New York. 
But the 


largest of the single vineyards—wherein the growers 
figure their product by the tons, In hundreds and in 
thousands—stretches along ,the south shore of Lake 
Erie from a point close to the city limits of Buffalo 
straight to the Pennsylvania line. 


The greater portion of that abundant grape district 


lies In Chautauqua county, and Chautauqua county 
Gnds abundant pride in the fact that It is the only 
striotly agricultural district within the State of New 
York which has shown a distinct and continued nopu- 
Intlon growth within the last few years. 


From that Chautauqua grape belt—about fifty miles 


In length and, never more than three or four miles In 
width—7,500 carloads of grapes were harvested last 
year. 
Those refrigerator ears formed into trains 


would make more than a hundred of the fast freights: 
put close together they would stretch from New York 
to Rbinecliff, a distance of some ninety miles. 


A single concern at Fredonia with eight hundred 


acres sold its crop last year at a figure known to ba 
close to $125,000. That concern, naturally enough, 
kept its net profits to itself, but they have been rough-i 


keting itself upon the hillside slope .ind the broad 
iv.'U'h <>f ibo valley. He turns from himself—a dis- 
tasteful subject ui him—back to his beloved grapes. 


"It is all care, and attention," he says once again. 


"U'e are constantly in bi-prwn these trellises with

The Case of James Pepper. 


We find ourselves standing in .the middle of a stretch 


of country highway, its long vista arched as far ns the 
eye may see with graceful maples. In front of us,

young girl in smart attire lounging in a hammock 
under the trees, and on the porch, reading his daily 
paper, James Popper.

That, then, is this man's life story. It is the story 


of a man who begun with nothing save .Hie competence 
of his own mind and bands and who had won some-

ly estimated by growers and buyers at more than fifty 
per cent. That fifty per cent tells its own story—the 
story of the gain that grapes may spell for the thrifty 
husbandman. / The profit is a sort of self-regulating 
thing at that. For when the crop is below the nor- 
mal—as is decidedly the case this year—prices ad- 
vance so that the husbandman's increased profit on 
his reduced production closely balances his lesser 
profits in the "bumper years." 


Take the case of Sherman 'Lowell, at Fredofiia. 


Mr. Lowell is a native of Cbautauqua county, a scien- 
tific hnsbandman iu the bargain. The Lowell farm 
has been iu the possession of the one family for nine-"' 
ty-eigiit years. 
For more, than half that time it 


• plugged along as an ordinarily successful general 


farming proposition. Half a century ago Lincoln Fay 
first showed the Chautauqua county growers how to 
grow grapes. When Mr. Sherman Lowell was twelve 
years old his father gave to him an acre of the farnf" 
to do with as he pleased. It was all his, that acre, 
and the boy set it out in grapes. Those sturdy vines 
still hug the trellises and bear bountifully. They re- 
pay in solid measure the loving care that a man has 
spent upon them throughout the entire span of his 
active years, 


"Some of the grapes here, along our street," h« 


adds in the quaint fashion of the fanners at the far 
west end of New York, "have been doing well for 
fifty years, and I have no reason to believe that vines 
with care and attention may not bear profitably for a 
full century. 
Care and attention are the requisite 


things. A man with twenty acres of grapes should 
find them bringing him in a profit of from $1,500 to 
S2.0CO a year, a comfortable living from a property 
that is giving him his food and bed ail the while." 


Grape land, undeveloped, in Chautauqua county 


may be bought all the way -from $40 to 580 an acre. 
depending largely upon its accessibility to large towns 
and railroad shipping facilities. 
The grapes come 


into their bearing in three years. A few clusters -will 
he shown the second year and the heavy bearing 
should begin in the sixth year. A developed vine- 
yard is worth fill the way from ?300 to ?400 an acre. 


The Protecting Lake. 


"The lake is a great protection to us," Mr. Eoxvell 


will tell you. "We have never known it to go below 
zero here in the grape belt, while twenty miles to the 
south of here, on the shores of Cbautauqua Lake, they 
think nothing of the mercury dropping to forty below 
zero in the intense cold of n normally hard winter. 
KecKuso of (iiis protection we .iro not often disturbed 
by frosts. 
Otirs is a natural grape belt." 


Yon put the Chmitauqun grape belt bcbind you, with 


its pungent odors stealing through the open windows 
of the railroad cars and the boys coriHoa; through the 
train in early autumn selling the little baskets of tht« 
fresh, luscious fruit, and turn eist toward the steep 
hillsides of Keuka Lake. It is a day's ride, travelling 
much of the way by iocs! trains and making many 
connections and chas.ees of cars, hut before dnsk you 
will come either to Penn Ynn or Hammondsport, the 
jru.i-.1ian towns nt eWier end of the wonderful lake of 
the grapes. At either of these towns you are In the 
atmosphere of the vineyards—the ta'k you gather on 
the cars or in the hotels Is the gossip of crops and of 
markets—predictions ns to the vintage. For here at 
Keutca Lnke, where the output In tons Is less than 
that of the Cbantaaqna district, they make a

"The more a grape grower gets into the business 


the more lie thinks of the pruning. The old fashioned 
folks were more than half afrafd to cut their vines: 
nowadays we realize that it is the very best thing we 
can do for them. We Imve got to keep n pretty even 
balance between the 'wood,' as we call tbe stalks, and 
the fruit. If we let a vine po all to fruit iu one year 
it may bring some records that year, but it will bs 
sonic sumniurs after that before it is worth its salt. 
Such an abnormal yield saps its growth.

"On the other hand, (lie grower by neglecting the 


use of his pruning knife may grow a vine that runs 
its strength into wood rather than fruit.

(rays to the packing house nt the foot of the hillside ag 
fast as they cmi ba cut from the trellises, and there' 
oihcr help, mostly women nnd young pirls, fill the 
familinr little four pound wooden baskets that you 
see at your corner grocer's. 


Yon stand at the door of ilr. Pepper's packlns 


house and listen idly to the rumble of the trolley <:nr 
as It tines bumming down toward Penn Yau. The 
husbandman tells you that right there is a trolley road 
thnt is worth the interest on its securities. 


"It struck its mils right out into n territory that 


was remote from sto;?in railroad facilities." he ex- 
plains, "nud it has been broad gauge enough to real- 
ir.e that what we fanners needed was for it to be a 
freight ns well as passenger feeder to the steam 
cars." 


Then he explained in detail. It was a pretty thin 


territory for a trolley Hue to make a living by pas- 
senp-or trade alone. But a trolley which coulu save 
n farmer a long freight-haul with his tenin, particu- 
inrly over tile rough winter roads of (hat hilly coun- 
try, bid fair to hcfonie a winning proposition. So that 
little ten m'lo feeder wns built slront: enough, and 
with easy enough grades, for handling freieht .cars 
from the steam milronds. Truck connections, were 
made with the through stenm railroad routes nt Penn 
Ynn. 
electrie freight locomotives purchased and sid- 


ings placed at. every orossrnnds along the route. 


The result is that to-dny the husbandmen of Yates 


county no longer h:ive the lone. bnr;l haul into Penn 
Ynn. 
Kefrigerntor cars, iced nud ready for packing, 


ore slipped itiln iiiose crossroads sidings, and the 
farmers hardly have to hnul their product, beyond the 
limits of (heir own estates. There Is 311 economic 
possibility of the rural trolley line that has been all 
too little realized--an infinite possibility to go band 
in hnnd with the agricultural renaissance of the Slate 
of Now York. 


"When my crop is ready.". Mr. Pepper 4o!d us. "the 


trolley people stand a car right here flt my barn door. 
Their headway Is flexible, enough so that they can give 
me the ear for n full hnlf hour, without disturbing 
their passenger schpdules. nnd if our farrn crew 
couldn't load a box car in thirty minutes I •wWWn't 
feel that they were entitled to c,ny medals at all."

PICKING APPLES 


FOR STORAGE 


: 
7< By R. B. Rushing. 


There are two things to be avoided 


In picking apples for cold storage- 
First, fruit must not be fully ma- 
tured; second, the fruit should not be 
too green. 


When fruit is allowed to fully ma- 


ture on the trees the very best and 
most perfect cold storage In the coun- 
try will not carry It for any consider- 
able length of time without heavy 
shrinkage. 


On the other hand, when you pick 


the fruit too green, -while It will likely 
carry well. It will lack size, color and 
flavor; and experienced apple dealers 
will want from fifty cents to one dollar 
discount per barrel according to the 
market 


Just when to pick fruit, so that It 


•will not be too ripe and so It will not 
be too green, Is sometimes a hard 
problem. 


Where a man has a large orchard 


and only a small force to do his work, 
he will have to commence earlier; and 
possibly the first fruit he picks will 
be too green, and the last fruit he 
picks will be too ripe. 


He must so plan his work that 


the bulk of his fruit will be picked 
•about the proper time. 


The heaviest shrinkage I ever sus- 


tained In cold storage, except on wind- 
falls and apples picked off of the 
ground, was on fruit that seemed to 
be perfect when It came In, beautiful 
and highly colored, large and smooth; 
yet inside of a month or two I noticed 
that these barrels were slack. 


Inside of three and one-half months 


the shrinkage was such that they had 
to he repacked. 
In four or five 


months the shrinkage was very great. 


It rould not have been the fault 'of 


She storage, for there were others right 
besifle it, in the same room, the same 
temperature, the same humidity, and 
the same care, and--practically no 
shrinkage at all. 
, What was the cause of this fruit not 
keeping? Nothing more or less than 
because the apples had been allowed 
to fully mature on the trees. 


The best and surest way to handle 


fruit fully matured is to put It on the 
market at once. 


Most any man with a medium sized 


orchard can pick and pack the greater 
portion of his fruit without it being 
fully ripe; but in case he cannot, he 
would better have it a little, green 
than too ripe. 


Green fruit will gradually mellow 


In cold storage, and such varieties as 
Huntsman and Grimes' Golden will 
gradually change from green in color 
to a yellowish tinge very much like 
the natural color oE the fruit when 
ripe. 
Ben Davis and Winesap and 


some other sorts, however, will not 
change much, If any. 


It therefore is very desirable that 


tha red apples be allowed to mature 
as much as possible without getting 
too ripe In order to get the proper 
color. 


Good nice apples always Bell" for 


much greater prices later In the sea- 
son and therefore it Is profitable to 
have-them placed in cold storage In 
the proper condition BO as to keep 
well.

CANNING VEGETABLES IN THE HOME 


Showmg How to Sterilize and Put Up Things From The Garden to Keep 


For Winter Use 


By J. P. BREAZEALE, U. S. fteparrmeirt of Agriculture. 


The first requisite for successful 


canning J8 g. good jar. Glass-is the 
best The most satisfactory jar that 
the writer has had any experience 
with has a rubber ring and a glass 
top which 1s held In place by a simple 
wire spring. 
It la poor economy to 


buy a cheap grade of jar or cheap 


Position of Spring During Sterilizing. 
rubbers. As a rule black rubbers are 
more durable than white ones. 


For a sterilizer the writer uses a 


tin clothes boiler with a false bottom 
of wire netting to fit. The netting is 
ma.de of medium sized 
galvanized 


wire with one-halt Inch mesh. 
A 


false bottom is absolutely necessary 
as the Jars will break if set flat upon 
the bottom of the boiler. 


The selection and preparation of the 


vegatables is first consideration. Never 
attempt to can any vegetable that has 
matured and commenced to harden 
or decay. 
As a general rule young 


vegetables are superior In flavor and 
texture to the more mature ones. > 


The principle of sterilization is the 


same for all meats, fruits and vegeta- 
bles. 


Contrary to the general opinion, 


corn Is one of the easiest vegetables 


to can. 
The United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture bus shown that 
the amount of sugar in the sweet va- 
rieties diminishes very rapidly after 
the ear Is pulled from the stalk, there- 
fore, in order to retain the original 
sweetness and flavor it is necessary 
to can corn very soon after it is pul- 
led—within an hour if possible. Se- 
lect the «ars with full grains before 
they have .begun to harden us this 
Is the period of greatest sugar con- 
tent. Husk them and brush the silks 
off with a stilt brush. Shear oft the 
grains with a sharp knlfo and pack 
the jar full. Add salt to taste, usually 
about a tenspoonful to the quart is 
sufficient, and nil up the jar to the top 
with cold water. Put the rubber ring 
around tho^neck of the jar and place 
the glass top on loosely, as shown in

the picture. ' Be careful not to press 
down the spring at the side of the jar.

and put in .as many jars as the boiler 
will conveniently hold.

ROCK WALKS 


ON THE FARM 


We made a walk recently entirely 


out of rough "nigger head" stones. 
These rocks were gathered out of the 
field where they were in the way, and 
thus two purposes were served by 
their utilization.. 
f 


The method of building was as 


simple as the material used. A trench 
was dug along each side of the walk 
and stones put Into it so that they 
projected about an inch above, thi 
surface of the ground. 
. The earth was packed back around 
them to keep them firm. Then the 
space 
between 
was 
covered 
with 


smaller stones, the middle of the walk 
being made higher, a very little, than 
the edges. 


These stones were beaten down with 


a sledge so that one could walk o-ver 
them without too much injury to shoe 
leather, and the whole then covered 
with sawdust an'd cinders. 


This fills up'the crevices, holds the 


rocks steady until they settle into 
place, and makes the walk smooth 
and even. 


'There is almost alwaye a need for 


more walks on a farm. 
Sometimes 


this is a've.ry pressing need. 
A few 


hours' work may save a wonderful 
amount of mud wading. 


Material for walks is not hard to 


find. 
Beside the standard brick and 


concrete there are shells, rough stones 
of all kinds, gravel from creek beds, 
cinders, sawdust and tanbark. 


,AI1 these make good walks, 
al- 


though the latter ones* require fre- 
quent renewing. 


Neither is construction a hard job. 


The main essentials are good side lines 
that will not be torn loose or heaved 
out and that are stralsht and smooth, 
and'gome provision for drainage. 


The center of a walk should be 


made higher in practically all caies; 
and where water is likely to stand on 
one side means should be provided to 
carry It off. 


In the matter of design, curves are 


recommended by the landscape gar- 
deners; but these curves should never 
be abrupt and never without an ap- 
parent reason. 


In a barnyard and other places 


where a walk could not be very well 
kept up, stepping stones, wall placed, 
will answer the purpose, and not only 
save lots of muddy walking but aleo 
help to get rid of any useless rocks 
you may have scattered about in the 
way.

before a hard freeze, they will keep 
smooth a long time. It Is best to do 
this some afternoon when there aro 
signs of a hard free*o that night. I 
know tho King road drag is the best 
thing that has ever been tried for 
soft country roads.

crowd them in. Leave space between 
them.

Unless needed to protect the young 


canes against breakage from 
high 


winds it Is advantageous to cut out 
the old canes as soon as the crop Is 
gathered. This improves the appear- 
ance of the plantation. 


It admits sunlight too, aiding ma- 


terially in promoting health and vigor 
In the young canes'. 


Then, too, where insects and fungus 


diseases are troublesome the cutting 
away and burning of the old canes 
aids very materially Jn lessening the 
damage to tha plantation 
ravages of these pests. 
through 


The fall months is the period dur- 


ing which the growth already made 
is ripened and placed Into condition 
to withstand the rigors of winter. 


Under normal conditions this course 


is followed and any growth made dur- 
ing the late fall is in every way unfit 
to produce fruit of prime quality. 


• Therefore, the aim of the grower 
should be to promote, by all means 
possible, a full normal development in 
cane growth during the JJUI months. 


The sowing of some grain, as oats 


or peas, at the last cultivation Is, un- 
der most conditions, a most excellent 
plan to .follow out. 


The benefits accruing from the plan 


are manifold. 
This growth of grain 


soon comes on and furnishes a pro- 
tection to the surface soil which would 
otherwise remain exposed to tho ac- 
tion of the elements. 


It is a distinct advantage to have 


the protection afforded by such a 
cover crop as any washing of soil la 
prevented. 
Moreover, this growth 


appropriates elements of plant food 
that might otherwise be lost through 
washing of the soil or the /elemental 
actions. 


This growth not cr.ly affords pro- 


tection through the fai; months, but 
during the winter and early spring 
it continues to be a source of revenue. 


In the end, this growth, .-which Is 


killed by the freezing of winter is cul- 
tivated into tho soil by the first work- 
Ing given tho plantation where, by 
degrees, it becomes Incorporated with 
the soil. Both top and root growth 
the elements of plant food contained 
therein revert agssln to a soluble form 
tho fibrous parts soing toward main- 
taining of tho proper proportion of 
humus content in t?io soil. 


Jn those latitudes where there Is 


no frost or not suiHcient frost 
to 


kill the grain to be used In the cover 
cror. such a crop might become a 
nuisance, and henco, I would advise 
the growing of such a crop only after 
experiments hnvo proven the feasi- 
bility o£ the plan.

BLOATING CAUSED 


BY ALFALFA 


By Dr. A. S. Alexander, V. S. 


This accident will b» much less apt 


to happen if tho animal Is fully fed 
on dry hay before turning on clover 
or alfalfa for the first time. 


Also wait until the dew or rain 


dries off and leave the animals on the 
green fc«*J for but a short time at 
flrst. 
\ 


Gradually as they become accus- , 


tomod tn the food, they may be left 
for a longer time and soon can remain 
on the pasture all of the time provid- 
ed they have plenty of fresh water at 
all times and free access to rock stilt 
or an ample supply or salt several 
times a week. 


It Is tlie sudden change to rank, 


wot green feed that causes bloat and 
the trouble Is most apt to come on 
after a wet spell, followed by hot. 
muggy weather during which mold* 
and fungi are most apt to grow upon 
clover and alfalfa. 


For cattle it Is a good plan to allow 


free access to a mixture of equal parU 
of salt and slaked lime as a prerenU- 
tlve. 


If a sheep is seen to be bloated at 


once give half a pint of new milk 
fresh from the cow and repeat in half. 
an hour if necessary. 
Often on» doM 


of milk proves sufficient. 


Tincture of Colchicum seeds, fifteen 


to twenty drops at a dose m a Itttl* 
water given every twenty to thirty 
minutes is also an effective remedy for 
bloat of sheep;'or give a tableapooo- 
ful 
of either aromatic iptrltfi of 


ammonia or turpentine In half a pint 
of milk. 


Rectal Injections of soapy, warm 


water and glycerine alao are useful. 


In bloat of cattlo glvo two onnc« of 


turpentine in a pint of raw Itrueed 
oil; or four ounces of hyposulphite of 
soda, an ounce of sulphuric ether'and 
a dram each of fluid extract of nux 
vomlca and calabar bean in a pint of 
water. 


If nothing else Is at hand RiTe a 


pint of whiskey In water to malt* ona 
fluart, adding a tablespoonful of ei- 
sence of ginger.

not be given. 


Tapping of the left flank at a point 


equal distance between the point of 
the hip, spine and .last rib where tha 
bloating is most pronounced should 
be done by means of a trocar and 
canula; or if such an instrument can- 
not be had, the large clean blade of 
a sharp knife may as a last resort be 
plunged into the paunch at the point 
just indicated, and so make an open- 
ing through which the gas can escape. 


A bmall trocar and canula may alao 


be used to tap.a sheep.

about by the fungus, and the fungm 
cannot start except by its own repro- 
ductive methods.
